CONGRESS BRACES FOR ACTION 


Dock Strike 
Worries JFK 


New Labor Control 
Legislation Hinted 


NEW YORK ((A P ) — President 
Kennedy is concerned becau se of 
the effect of the A tlantic and Gu lf 
coasts dock strik e on foreign aid, 
a federal official reports. 
As international pressu re m ou nt­ 
ed for settlem ent of the 18 -day -old 
strik e that has crippled shipping 
in ports from M aine to Tex as, an 
assistant 
secretary 
of 
labor, 
Ja m es J. Rey nolds, told newsm en 
of K ennedy ’s concern, 
and said 
“ pressu res are 
m ou nting u p on 
both sides.” The im pact of the 
strik e of 60,000 dock w ork ers was 
being felt as far away as W est 
G erm any . 
T here has been specu lation that 
the strik e by the AFL-CIO Inter­ 
national Longshorem en’s A ssocia­ 
tion m ight lead the P resident to 
recom m end strik e control legisla­ 
tion to Congress. The dock w ork ­ 
ers resu m ed their strik e after an 
8 0-day cooling-off period, obtained 
by Kennedy u nder the Taft-H art- 
ley Act, failed to bring settlem ent 
of the dispu te. 
Rey nolds reported the two sides 
w ere wide apa rt as he recessed 
peace talk s Tu esday u ntil today .

The strik e has tied u p shipm ent 
of m ore than a million tons of 
food consigned as aid to foreign 
nations.

The deadlock ed negotiations are 
betw een the u nion and the New 
Y ork Shipping Association, which

CONGRESS BRACES FOR ACTION 


Dock Strike 
Worries JFK 


New Labor Control 
Legislation Hinted 


NEW YORK ((A P) — President 
Kennedy is concerned because of 
the effect of the Atlantic and Gulf 
coasts dock strike on foreign aid, 
a federal official reports. 
As international pressure mount­ 
ed for settlem ent of the 18-day-old 
strike that has crippled shipping 
in ports from Maine to Texas, an 
assistant

of 
labor, 
Jam es J. Reynolds, told newsmen 
of Kennedy’s concern, and said 
“ pressures are mounting up on 
both sides.” The impact of the 
strike of 60,000 dock workers was 
being felt as far away as West 
Germany. 
There has been speculation that 
the strike by the AFL-CIO Inter­ 
national Longshoremen’s Associa­ 
tion might lead the President to 
recommend strike control legisla­ 
tion to Congress. The dock work­ 
ers resum ed their strike after an 
80-day cooling-off period, obtained 
by Kennedy under the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act, failed to bring settlement 
of the dispute. 
Reynolds reported the two sides 
were wide apart as he recessed 
peace talks Tuesday until today.

The strike has tied up shipment 
of more than a million tons of 
food consigned as aid to foreign 
nations.

would give up the fight for a free 
Katanga.

negotiations,

which he had 
been snubbed by the United Na­ 
tions. 
“On the m atter of liberty of 
movement of the United Nations 
—that’s one of the subjects we 
can discuss,” he said. “ We are 
men of good will.” 
A F o r e i g n Office spokesman 
said Tshombe issued the state­ 
ment in Elisabethville after being 
strongly urged by British Consul’ 
Derek Dodson to cooperate with 
the United Nations plan for Congo 
reconciliation and unification and 
abandon

scorched earth policy. 
Tshombe was reported as say­ 
ing he had returned to Elisabeth­ 
ville, the Katanga capital, to re­ 
store calm and peace and de­ 
clared it was essential to apply 
the U. N. plan “ without new spill­ 
ing of blood and without useless 
destruction.” 
Dodson and the Belgian consul 
general met with Tshombe short­ 
ly after the secessionist leader 
returned to the Katangan capital 
Tuesday. 
“This meeting took place with 
the knowledge of United Nations 
authorities,” the 
Foreign Office 
spokesman 
said. 
“The 
British 
government is concerned to have 
the plan of reconciliation accept­ 
ed and implemented.

The result was that a gorgeous­ 
ly dressed lady in the front row 
of VIPs, not 25 feet from Mona, 
registered a complaint at a cru­ 
cial moment. 
‘‘I cannot,” she said, ‘‘hear a 
word.” 
This was when a linguistic ex­ 
pert was translating rem arks in 
which 
Andre 
Malraux, 
French 
m inister of cultural affairs, was 
trying to solve the enigma of 
Mona Lisa’s smile. 
Anyway, Mona exerts her spell 
silently, not through words, and 
the public has its chance today to 
fall under that spell when doors of 
the National Gallery open to or­ 
dinary folk at IO a.m. In the next 
four weeks it is expected that per­ 
haps a million people will view 
the Leonardo da Vinci m aster­ 
piece, on loan from the Paris 
Louvre. The painting will then be 
taken to New York for a special 
exhibition at the Metropolitan Mu­ 
seum of Art. 
Da Vinci, a man of science as 
well as an artist, might have been 
able to do something 
about 
the 
technical defects 
Tuesday night, 
but nobody on the scene could. 
First failure

Pressure on Britain 


There is o ne facto r, little-mentio ned but 
highly impo rtant, that may impel Britain 
to enter the Euro pean Eco no mic Co mmu­ 
nity ev en if that o rganizatio n do es no t im­ 
pro v e the terms it has o ffered her. That 
facto r is a steadily wo rsening eco no mic 
picture in Britain. 
Unemplo y ment is the highest since 19 47. 
Figures released bv the treasury disclo se 
a slu mp in industrial pro ductio n. 
What has happened is that business and 
indu stry are ho lding back o n plans fo r de­ 
v elopment until they can be certain o f the 
cou ntry 's eco no mic co urse. And what that 
co urse will be remains v ery much in ques­ 
tio n. British nego tiatio ns with 
the 
six 
member natio ns o f the EEC are pro gress­ 
ing slo wly . Majo r pro blems remain to be 


reso lv ed, and so me do ubt whether a so lu­ 
tio n is po ssible. 
J o ining the EEC might stimulate the 
British eco no my . But so might a decisio n 
no t to jo in. The fact is, tho ugh, that Prime 
Minister Macmillan’s go v ernment wants 
to jo in it. And there are many pressures 
mo v ing in that directio n — primarily the 
lo ng-range facts o f eco no mic life in west­ 
ern Euro pe, plus so me no t alway s subtle 
pushing by the United States. 
But the lo nger a decisio n is put o ff, the 
wo rse will Britain's 
eco no mic 
po sitio n 
likely beco me. Thus, the Macmillan go v ­ 
ernment, reluctant to abando n the nego ­ 
tiatio ns, may finally stiffen its upper lip 
and make the co ncessio ns necessary to a 
British-EEC agreement.

Pressure on Britain 


There is one factor, little-mentioned but 
highly important, that may impel Britain 
to enter the European Economic Commu­ 
nity even if that organization does not im­ 
prove the terms it has offered her. That 
factor is a steadily worsening economic 
picture in Britain. 
Unemployment is the highest since 1947. 
Figures released by the treasury disclose 
a slump in industrial production. 
What has happened is that business and 
industry are holding back on plans for de­ 
velopment until they can be certain of the 
country’s economic course. And what that 
course will be remains very much in ques­ 
tion. British negotiations with the six 
member nations of the EEC are progress­ 
ing slowly. Major problems remain to be 


resolved, and some doubt whether a solu­ 
tion is possible. 
Joining the EEC might stimulate the 
^British economy. But so might a decision 
not to join. The fact is, though, that Prime 
Minister Macmillan’s government wants 
to join it. And there are many pressures 
moving in that direction — primarily the 
long-range facts of economic life in west­ 
ern Europe, plus some not always subtle 
pushing by the United States. 
But the longer a decision is put off, the 
worse will Britain's 
economic position 
likely become. Thus, the Macmillan gov­ 
ernment, reluctant to abandon the nego­ 
tiations, may finally stiffen its upper lip 
and make the concessions necessary to a 
British-EEC agreement.

be helping only that segment of the 
population that c o u l d afford the 
local equivalent of a nickel for a 
drink. But soon a number of sec­ 
ondary — an unintended — 
ef­ 
fects became apparent. 
It so happens that Coca-Cola de- 
pdens on an absolutely pure wa­ 
ter supply. To provide enough wa­ 
ter to mix with concentrate, local 
bottlers had to import the latest 
and most efficient methods of wa­ 
ter purification. Local 
politicos, 
watching 
sewerage water being 
transformed by running if through 
modern filters, suddenly saw a 
bright light. The example spread 
to Southeastern Asia: 
S i n g a ­ 
pore, for instance, gave itself a 
modern water system after look­ 
ing at a Coke bottling plant. And

Chances With One Kidney 
Q. I teat wounded during the 
war and doctora removed one 
of my kidneya. I feel o.k. hut 
should I continue to do heavy 
physical work? What are m y 
chances for a normal life? 
A. Judging from published medi­ 
cal papers, life expectancy with 
one kidney is about the same as 
that with two kidneys, providing 
the remaining kidney is normal. 
To find out whether the kidney 
is normal requires a careful 
examination. Once the normalcy 
of the remaining kidney is estab­ 
lished through thorough study, it 
is safe to say that no physical 
risk is involved in carrying on 
the usual types of work or play.

A. He probably has a chance, 
although complete recovery is 
less and less likely the longer he 
continues to show the effects. A 
person struck by lightning re­ 
ceives an electric discharge of 
millions of volts, acting for a 
fraction of a second and causing 
changes in the nervous system. 
The injury may involve the 
brain, spinal cord, or other nerve 
tissue. Neurotic symptoms often 
follow the injury and these may 
last for a long time. Unfortu­ 
nately, there is no known treat­ 
ment which helps to speed re­ 
covery

Moscow Plagued by Overcrowding 


MOSCOW (AP)—Moscow, some­ 
times called “the beautiful lady” 
by its natives, is suffering from 
a bad case of urban overcrowd­ 
ing. 
The problems mclude chronic 
shortages of housing, office space, 
stores and public services, as well 
as a shortage of municipal trans­ 
portation. 
The Soviet regime is making an 
effort to solve the major prob­ 
lem—the housing shortage. 
The city fathers have allocated 
455 million rubles for housing con­ 
struction in their 1963 budget. This 
is about half the total budget. (So­ 
viet authorities set the value of 
the ruble at $1.11 but there is no 


free exchange on it). 
Soviet propaganda chiefs deny 
vigorously 
that 
the 
impressive 
housing construction rate in Mos­ 
cow is a special effort to put up 
a showplace front. However, the 
city of Moscow, with probably 6Vfe 
million residents, represents less 
than 3 per cent of Soviet popula­ 
tion. The capital is getting about 
9 per cent of total national appro­ 
priations for housing construction. 
Moscow 
officials 
say 
400,000 
Muscovites got new living quar­ 
ters last year. But Moscow has 
grown at a rate of 400,000 a year 
for the past three years. It would 
appear 
officials 
are 
managing 
just to keep roofs over the heads 


of the population without substan- , 
tially improving the lot of the vast 
majority. 
The officially prescribed sanitary 
living space form here is 9 square 
meters—% square feet—per per­ 
son. This is about the size of many 
American bathrooms. 
In 
practice 
this 
means 
that 
three, four, sometmes a half doz­ 
en people are crowded into one 
room. 
Young 
people 
frequently 
cannot marry for lack of a place 
to live. 
Office space in this administra­ 
tive nerve center of the Soviet 
Union has been a perennial prob­ 
lem. A few institutions, such 
as 
the Foreign Ministry and Coun­ 


cil of Ministers, have skyscraper 
quarters. 
Municipal 
authorities 
have 
made sporadic efforts to increase 
retail trade outlets and other serv­ 
ice points, but still have a long ; 
way to go to streamline stores 
and markets. It is not unusual 
to spend 15 
minutes buying a 
pound of butter. 
In recent years, auto traffic has 
become a problem on major thor­ 
oughfares. The administration has 
taken a few measures such as 
closing some streets to trucks, and 
introducing one-way arteries.

A jury of eight men and four 
women debated for more than 
eight hours Tuesday night before 
finding Molinas guilty on three 
charges of bribing a college play 
er, one count of conspiring to 
bribe players in about 25 games 
and one count of attempting to 
get a college player to commit 
perjury. 
Molinas 
showed 
no 
emotion 
when tile guilty verdicts were an­ 
nounced. His attorney, Jacob Ev- 
seroff, said he would appeal. 
Judge Joseph A. Sarafite set 
Feb. ll for sentencing and in­ 
creased Molinas’ bail from $5,000 
to $25,000. Molinas, himself an at­ 
torney, was unable to post the 
increased bail, so he was sent 
to jail. 
Molinas faces the following sen­ 
tences: 
Ten years and $10,000 or each 
of the bribery charges. 
One year and a fine of $500 on 
the conspiracy charge. 
Five years and a fine of $5,000 
on the perjury charge. 
The three bribery charges in­ 
volve Molinas’ dealings with Wil­ 
liam Dennis Reed, a former Bowl­ 
ing Green, Ohio, player m 1959 
and 1960. He was accused of pay­ 
ing Reed $1,000 for each game 
to shave points in Bowling Green 
games against DePaul and Brad­ 
ley in 1959 and Canisius in 1960 
The perjury 
charge 
accused 
Molinas—who was barred from 
the National Basketball Associa­ 
tion in 1954 when it was discov­ 
ered that he bet on his own team, 
the Fort Wayne Pistons—of trying 
to induce Reed to commit perjury 
in testimony before the grand 
jury. 
The conspiracy charge was in 
connection with Molinas’ part in 
helping bribe players in about 25 
college games involved in the 
scandals. 
The scandals began to unfold in 
1961 and before they ended about 
40 players in more than 20 col­ 
leges around the country were 
involved.

NFL Player Probe Bares 
No ' Fixes,' Chief Reports 


By TUE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Commissioner Pete Mozelle of 
the National Football League say s 
that “ nothing more than ques­ 
tionable associations has been dis­ 
covered in two unrelated investi­ 
gations of rumors” in Chicago 
and Detroit. 
Rozelle, en route from Miami 
to New York , made the statement 
through his New York office. In 
the p ast few day s there have been 
rep orts of the associations of sev­ 
eral star p lay ers, including Paul 
Homung of the Champ ion Green 
Bay Pack ers and Alex Karras of 
the Detroit Lions, with p ersons 
k nown to gamble. There have 
been no accusations charging the 
athletes with wrong doings. 
Rozelle’s statement read: 
“There have been conflicting 
rep orts 
regarding 
the 
sources 
which instigated th? NFL’s cur­ 
rent investigations of rumors in- 
voling p lay er p ersonnel. 
“None stemmed from federal 
agencies. 
“ An investigation of rumors in 
Detroit was initiated recently on 
the basis of information made 
available through the coop eration 
of Detroit Police Commissioner 
George Edwards. 
“The Detroit p olice, while con­ 
ducting surveil! flee of individuals 
they described as k nowm hood­ 
lums, observed Lion football p lay ­ 
ers p ublicly in the comp any of 
various individuals under surveil­ 
lance. 
“The investigation of rumors in 
Chicago was initiated originally 
more than a y ear ago on the ba­ 
sis of information develop ed from 
NFL sources. 
"I would lik e to stress that 
nothing more than questionable 
associations has been discovered 
rn these two unrelated investiga­ 
tions of rumors.”

. . . we’re through .'. . if it isn’t.” 
This 
committee, long famous 
for its concentration of conserva­ 
tives from both parties, can bot­ 
tle up a program, if enough of its 
members choose to, by not letting 
it up to the floor of the full House 
for a vote. 
This can’t work at all if a sim­ 
ple majority of the House mem­ 
bers—218 of the 435—have enough 
interest in a program to want to 
vote on it. They can, by a vote of 
218, force it out of the committee 
and up to the floor. 
So this shouldn’t be any prob­ 
lem for Kennedy at all—since the 
Democrats 
number 258 in 
the 
House—and the Rules Committee 
could be only a minor nuisance if 
only 218 out of the 258 Democrats 
saw eye to eye with him. 
In 1981, under Kennedy’s urg­ 
ing, but only on a skin-tight vote, 
the House enlarged the member­ 
ship of the committee from 12 to 
15. This was supposed to dilute

the conservative influence by lib­ 
eralizing it. 
At today’s opening the commit­ 
tee was to revert to 12 unless the 
full House voted to keep it at 15. 
Unless it stays at 15, Kennedy 
says, all is lost. 
The 
committee 
conservatives 
are headed by a very conservative 
chairman, Rep. Howard Smith, D- 
Va. He and the Kennedy forces 
have been having 
some fierce 
verbal gymnastics. 
Smith 
insists 
the 
committee 
must go back to 12. His opponents 
protest the figure must be 15. If 
the truth were known, Smith may 
have been fighting tongue-in-cheek 
without caring much whether the 
figure stays at 15. 
It’s easy to see why: 
1. If the membership goes back 
to 12—a Kennedy defeat — the 
committee is apt to be blamed for 
all kinds of Kennedy setbacks 
this year, whether Smith and his 
conservative teammates are re­ 
sponsible or not. 
Kennedy could even use it as a 
whipping boy. He already has by 
insisting it needs 15 members. He 
has less room to complain if the 
membership is 15. 
2. Smith and his friends on the 
committee probably feel no mat­ 
ter what the size is they can still 
make their conservative view pre­ 
vail whenever they want to bot 
tie up what they don’t like. 
As for demolition squads, no 
president has solved this one com 
pletely in recent history. 
For instance: 
' 
On a civil rights bill conserva­ 
tive Southern Democrats will, as 
they have in the 
past, forget 
their party label and join conserv 
ative Republicans to beat it. 
Or, say, on a piece of social 
legislation they think goes too far, 
conservatives from both parties 
from all over will link arms to 
fight it against a combination of 
liberals from both parties from 
all over. 
Nor has anybody found a way 
to keep Congress at a fiery pace 
until it cleans up all its work. The 
long-winded Senate, by its very 
nature, is antispeed.
